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3 T isa long tiine fince you heard 
from me, which perhaps you may 
zat} alittle wonder at, altho’ I don’t, 
and fhall give you no reafon for it ; 
only in the language of the author 
of the Bee, who ew@ry week very 
elegantly tells us, the caufe was 
from certain perfans, for certain 
reajons, juch as were never before 
, heard of in a free nation, or to 
that effect. But tho’ Iam ugly humoured, and won't tell 

why Ihave been fo long filent, yet I mutft tell you 
the reafon of this epiltle, is, becaufe you have troubled 

r head about the learned Mr. Warp; whofe abilities 
and great fuccefs are too well known, amongit the un- 
dertakers, coffin-makers, and fextons of this city, to be 
blatted by your flanderous pen. Let the man alone, and 
if he has the art to kill, by one drop only, whillt others 
mutt fill vials, and fometimes quart bottles, before they 
can do it, it fhews him to be the greater artiit, and ot 
confequence to deferve encouragement. You may fay your 
pleafure 5 but I fay, a Quack is a very ufeful perfon in a 
common-wealth, efpecially where it is too populous, as 
ours is at prefent: and for the further encouragement of 
fach adepts, I think they ought to be incorporated by a 
charter, and Mr. Warp to be the firit mailer of the 
company. 

When I look back for forty ycars paft, it is with great 
pleafure that I reflect upon the many ufetul Qvacks in 
this city. ‘Che firit I fhall name was Dr. Tom Sarrouo, 
the hee!-maker, who flourifhed about 40 years ago, and 
made c/agecuring his fole bufinefs, and ufed to publifh his 
bills in verfe, thus: 

Here’s*Sarroup’s pills, much better than the reft, 

Defervedly have gain’d the name of beit : 

A box of eighteen pills for eighteen pence, 

Tho’ ’tis too cheap, in any man’s own {fenfe. 

By which the Doftor demonitrated, that he was as good a 
poet, as he was a phyfician: but as fuch ufetul men do 
not live always, fo the great SarFotp made his exit, to 
the great regret of the whoring part of the town. 

After him, or about that time, up ftarted Sir Wivv. 
Reap mcuntebank, oculilt, and {worn operator for the 
eyes. This nan was an excellent fcholar, only he had the 
misfortune that he could not read any one word in abook: 
however he was knighted, and kept a chariot, and that 
was better. I think his original wasa taylor, if he hadany 
earthly original at all, which I am not very certain of; or 
whether he did not drop down trom the moon, flage and 
all: however, he flept with his fathers; and in his ftead, 
wp popped honeft Rocer Grant the tinker, of whom 
afriend of mine once fung, 

Her majaity fare was in a furprife, 

Or elfe, was very fhort lighted ; 

When a tinker was {worn to look after her eyes, 
And the mountebank Reap was knighted. 
This honeft man, who was really bred a tinker, no doubt, 
underfiood the anatomy of that curious organ the eye, 
excecding well; for how could it be otherwife ? So that, 
fike ail the reft of that tribe, fome he put out, and fome 
he putin, and fome he put by. Nay furthermore, he had 
the vanity to have his picture done upon copper, and had 
many princed off, to prefent to friends ; he prefented one 
of thele to an acquaintance of mine, who pafted it up in 
his houle of office, with thefe lines underneath : 
Sec here the piéture of a brazen face, 
The fitteft lumber for this flinking place. 
A tinker firft his {cene of life began ; 
Uhat failing, he fet up for cunning man: 
But wanting luck, puts on a new difguife, 
And now pretends, that he can mend your eyes : 
But this expect, that like a tinker true, 
Where he repairs one eye, he puts out two. 
This trully Rocer, made a blaze like other meteors, 
and then was quite extinét. And Moorfields being a 
dace much noted for mad-men and mountebanks, with a 
ttle {prinkling of conjurers, there flourifhed for fome 
years the very ingenious Dr. Trotter, the fortune- 
teller, who for twelve penny worth of money, difpenfed 
és much good ‘fortune to his followers, as was richly 
Worth two and twenty pence: but he died, as other peo- 
Pleda, wien fortune failed him, and his time was come. 

In the fame fields, fprung “up the ftuttering unborn 
Dofor, as he called himiclf 3 who, as he told the mob, 





kept a ftage upon his own ground. That and his ftammer- 


ing, and calling himfelf the uxborn Do&or, took ftrangely 
with the mobility, they fuppofing he had been cut out 
of his mother’s belly. But here lay the jose: whena 
gentleman asked him, How he came to be an unborn 
Dottor ? he ftutterred an anfwer thus, Wh5—wh—wbhy 


then I am an un-bo-bo-born Do-do-doftor, ant 1? Hedid 
not flourifh very long: but whether, out of love to his 
dear country, he went for a foot foldier, or out of hu- 
mility cried oranges in a wheel-barrow, I never could 
learn ; but certain it is, he difappeared long fince, to the 
great lofs of ehe public. 

About that time appeared another learned gentleman 
‘whofe name, to my great forrow, I have forgot) who 
was a great fortune-teller, and who in his bills affured 
us, that he had been the counfellor to the counfellors of 
feveral kingdoms, that he had the feed of the true female 
fern, and alfo had a g/a/s. What this glafs was, whether 
a géa/s bottle, or a perfpective g/a/s, or a gla/s eye, OF 
what elfe, I never could learn ; but once I had a curiofity 
to vifit this great adept, whom I found very poor, very 
fhabby, very ignorant, and very filly ; what became of him 
I know not, but his ufefullnefs has been long fince loft. 
Then fome years fince fprung up the learned Dr. Han- 
cock, who inftruéted us to cure ourfelves with cold water 
and frewed prunes: he wasa fhining light, till he was 
put out by the writings of fome men of fuperior fenfe, 
who filenced the Doctor, and exploded his doétrine, and 
kicked it quite out of ufe, and the Doétor foon after /ip- 
ped bis wind, in Ipite of the great plenty of cold water.

It might (his meck-/ace I mean) be of great ufe to thofe 
that breed geefe, to hang one of them about the neck 
of every gofling, to make them breed their teeth without 
pain: and however fome may fay (malicioufly enough) 
that he buys broken marrow-bones of the butchers to 
make his neck-/aces out of, I rather think (as the Doétor 
is a fimilar fool-lofopher) that he drills them out of the 
jaw-bone of an afs. But be that as it will, or however it 
may have affifled other people’s teeth, it has certainly helped 
the Doétor’s own very much, by providing him with ma- 
ny a good dinner : and let them Jaugh that win, for there 
will ftill be children that want tceth, and fools to buy the 
acck-laces, in town and countrey. Befides, what fignifies 
five fhillings? it is buta trifle to throw away upon a 
ncck-/ace, that can do a child no harm, if he was to eat 
it. 

But leaving this learned man, letus defcend to that 
famous Doéttor, who has taught us to make a foup, a 
bafh, a fricaflee, of guick-fileer ; which you may fiwal- 
low, and fh— out, and {wallow again 50 times, till you 
are cured, but when that will be, neither you, nor I, nor 
any body elfe can tell. And fince a much more ingeni- 
ous gentleman has layed the Dottor on his back, and 





fhewed the abfurdity, as well as danger of that practice, 
I fhall leave him to his more ferious meditations; hoping, 
that as he is a fcholar, a gentleman, and no quack, like 
the reft, he will fee his error, and let guick-A/ver reft in 
uiet. 

, And now Mr. Bavius, I fhall wind up my bottom, 
and tell you, that altho’ I think you have done great fer- 
vice to your country, in expofing Mr. Warp’s mal- 
practice, yet I advife you to take care that he does not fue 
you for jcandalum quackatum. And thall conclude, with 
this wholefome advice to all who are inclined to try this 
old new-revived remedy : 

Before you take his drop or pi//, 

Take leave of friends, and make your will.
